Mr, Ffennel observes :—‘ T'wo open fishing seasons and three close 

seasons have now passed since the Act of 1861 came into operation, 


affording sufficient time forthe occurrence of results upon which 
reliable conclusions may bo formed, and well-founded hopes 
entertained of the future progress of improvements under the in- 
fluence of the present laws. Tho manifest increase of fish within 
so short a period is greater in many waters than the most sanguine 
had anticipated, Tho approval by the country of the policy and 
principles upon which recent legislation is based has been widely 
established by the undeniablo reality of success; and it is satisfac- 
tory to find that many who wore at first disposed to doubt, and held 
back in apathy, havo beon led into active co-operation in administer- 
ing the laws, by the evidence which is now presented to them in 
tho unquestionable form of ascertained utility. The zealous in- 
terest that has sprung up throughout ‘the country in promoting 
the restoration ‘of the salmon fisheries, which have been nearly 
annihilated by grevious abuses, has stimulated inquiry. 
Attentive consideration has beon directed to tho subject; and an 
amount of knowledge has been obtained which, as it progresses, 
enables people to see their way more clearly, reconciles them to 
principles which at, first they were disposed to repudiate, and 
converts the former opponent of legislative measures into the 
strenuous advocate for obtaining further aid from Parliament, to 
enable the objects of the law to bo more amply carried into effect.” 
Mr. Ffennel has taken advantage of the increased experience of 
those who are interested in the question and have taken a part in 
administering the existing law, by issuing a series of queries, and 
thus collecting the opinion of the country from the answers returned 
regarding its present working, the results which have followed, and 
the’ additions or amendments, if any, which might be suggested. 
These queries and the replies he publishes in his report. The 
fishery question, he says, involyes such a variety of matters, arising 
out of local and peculiar circumstances, that it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to meet them all by direct legislation in a manner so 
complete that the spirit or principle of any act of Parliament 
can. be fully carried out, and he can seo no way to over- 
come this difficulty except through the agency of an authority to 
make bye-laws. ‘This power, he thinks, might be defined in pointing 
out tho objects to which it should be applied and guarded, by pro- 
viding an appollant jurisdiction inthe eventof any attempt to exercise 
it in an arbitrary or unconstitutional spirit, recognising it in a 
ministerial capacity only to carry into effect with integrity the 
declared and evident intentions of the Imperial Parliament. In the 
replies to the queries a marked unanimity prevails as to the pro- 
priety of a compulsory rating to obtain funds for protection. A 
strong opinion is expressed in many of the replies in favour of in- 
cluding the protection of trout with that of salmon, and Mr, Ffennel 
is deeply convinced of the expediency of such a step. Mr, Eden, 
the other inspector, suggests as a means of providing funds for the 
protection of the fisheries the imposition of a license duty upon all 
engines used for the capture of salmon. An assossment upon all 
rateable fisheries might also, he says, bo imposed, Some compulsory 
means of raising funds and of producing co-operation between tho 
different interests to be found in salmon rivers, he believes, are 
absolutely indispensable. The punishment for offences sanctioned 
by the act Mr. Hiden thinks inadequate, and ho also urges the pro- 
priety of imposing upon the owners of the eel fishories the restric- 
tions necessary for the protection of the salmon, young and old. Tho 
mischief occasioned by an impropor uso of the eel stages is exceed- 
ingly great. The fisherman has a right to set his stages; he is only 
trying for the eel or two he may possibly catch, and if in so doing 
he destroys the produce of a whole year’s care and expense on the 
part of the»salmon fishory proprietors: he does not care, and he 
cannot, as the law stands, be made to do so, But it happens from 
the habits of the two fish that the proper fishing of the one cannot 
in the least interfore with the other, The salmon breed in tho fresh, 
eels in the salt water, and the former are running up the rivers 
when tho latter are falling down, so that tho restrictions recom- 
monded, Mr. Eden contends, would not entail the smallest hardship 
upon tho eel fishery ownors. 

THe THamEs,—Dospite the cold and fitful storms of hail and 
sleot which have marked the weather of the last week, several 
trout have been taken in the Thames; but as the majority of these 
were captured by the professional fishermen, I do not think they 
can fairly be recorded here under the heading of “sport.” This 
remark loads me to put the question in print, so often and earnestly 
asked nponall sides: Whether tho expense of increasing the valuo of 
the angling in the Thames has been, and is, incurred for the 
pleaspre of tho many or tho profit of the few? By the former is 
meafit the whole of the Waltonian fraternity, which includes evory 
class willing to bow to the very reasonablé and wholesome rules 
framed for the guidance of the Thames angler. By tho few tho 
professional puntsmen are indicated, who, being included in the 
ieee oa ieee heels a right to fish when and where they please, so 

if y conform to the same regulations as the general body. 
It is not here intended to infer that the puntsman does not adhere 
in the greatest strictness to the lawa laid down, or that he does not 
conscientiously exert himself to prevent others from infringing 
them. His right to fish being granted, except in those instances 
which apply to the men who take a salary from the Thames Proser- 
vation Society, Iam desirous of agitating the policy of his doing so, 
Thames trout at half-a-crown a-pound at the lowest setting aside 
the excitemont which their capture affords, is an alluring bait. to 
a comparatively poor man, who it is possible looks to tho first 
few weeks of the trout season as an almost sure and natutal means 
of recovering any lost ground he may have made with the 
world; his landlord, or tho small tradésman who is assured 
of his honesty, has possibly trusted him during the months of 
floods and a dearth of anglors, until better times should arrive: can 
ho be blamed, under such circumstances, while waiting for gentle- 
mon-anglors who do not come, if he takes his rod and fairly fishes 
the waters which are open to all? To remain in debt, with logiti- 
mato resources within reach-—to idle and increase the evils which 
a little application, and not altogether a toilsome pursuit, would 
quickly remody-—-would be a consurablo course. To do so might 
involve starvation, On the other hand, the gentleman-angler, 
having waited until he conceives the trout are ina proper condition, 
engages his favourite puntsman by a letter or telegram, and.

circumference, 19}in, ; weight, 14lb, It had three smelts in its 
stomach, and is now in the possession of Mr. Thomas Smith, 
taxidermist, &c., Maidstone. 

Sun-risu.—A large number of sun-fish are now appearing on the 
coast of the west of Ireland. They are very valuable for their oil, 
though a great portion is often lost and wasted through the imper- 
fect process adopted, Can any of our readers describe the best 
modo of capture, suited to the limited mechanical resources and 
appliances of the locality ? and also say how tho oil can be extracted 
with most economy and consequent profit ? : 

Tne Stour.—Great complaints are mado of depredations com- 
mitted in the Stour, near Sudbury. Formerly the river was well 
stocked with fish, particularly gudgeons ; but unless some steps are 
taken now to preserve the fish in the stream, the waters will be 
bare of roach, perch, and pike. Only last week, it is stated that 
about 2,000 small fish were taken out of the river by a drag-net, 
near the watermill, Sudbury, for the purpose of stocking a gentle- 
man's ponds, 

Tne Trorso,—This has been the very worst salmon-angling 
season for many years. What with snow, frost, ice, rain, high 
winds, and floods, not one day was the river in good order, conse- 
quently only 193 clean salmon have been captured to six rods, 
weighing 2,013lb—poor sport for the river Thurso; yet, from all 
accounts, better than any other river we have heard of this season, 
Mr. Blair killed the largest, which weighed 2541b, The steamer 
advortised to sail from Edinburgh to the north of Norway is pre- 
vented by accident, and there is not sufficient encouragement to 
warrant the charter of another.—W. Dunnar. 

Tne Ness continues to linger on, furnishing a salmon from time 
to timo, as if by accident, scarcely deserving the name of fishing ; 
tho success of the rod-fishing being equally unpropitious. Its more 
fortunate tributary, the Garry, still leaves the main river behind, 
and yields a fair return for the season, which is now far advanced 
for salmon in the upper waters of the Ness. The stake and bag nots 
on the coast are fishing steadily, although the take is not considered 
equal to what it was at tho samo period of last soason.—Nxss, 

Conon.—The Conon—which commenced, as several others of 
these northern rivers did, with a flourish, producing during the first 
week about four score of salmon, an unusual number for this river 
in these degenerate days—has not made good its promise, The rod- 
fishing has been equally dilatory; the sport of but one angler has 
been noticed—D. Cameron, Esq., of Clunes—whose take consisted of 
four salmon during the month of February, and who landed three 
on the last day of March.—C, N, 

Srry.—The reports of proceedings on the Spey mention no altera- 
tion of consequence in the river; some of the stake and bag net 
fishings on this and the coast of its neighbouring river, the Find- 
horn, are fishing tolerably well, whilst others are complaining of 
seareity; on the whole, the salmon-fishing in the North is not 
thought equal to last year’s on the Ist of April.—S, Y, 

Tne Usk.—A. good season is confidently anticipated in this river. 
A number of salmon have already been taken, and the recent fresh 
has brought up an abundance of _fresh-run fish; trout are also ex- 
ceedingly plentiful, Several arrivals at the Threo Salmons, Usk, 
are reported, so that we may expect to hear of some good sport 
during the ensuing week if the water remains in its present fayour- 
able condition, ' 

Tun Towy.—The principal landed proprietors of tho district 
through which the Towy runs havo recently taken tho fishing of 
the river into their own hands, In consequence of this strange and 
dictatorial proceeding, a public meeting has been held at the Shire 
hall, Liandilo, Mr. J. L. Popkin in the chair, The chairman and 
other gentlemen addressed the meeting on tho loss and injustice of 
the river being preserved in the manner mentioned. They con- 
tended that an association could protect the waters far. more 
efficiently than private landowners, Mr, Popkin said there was a 
large quantity of pike in the river, which were far more destructive 
than fair angling, as each pike constmed on an average from four 
to six tront per diem.

THE RIFLE CONFERENCE. 
Tne Committee of the Rifle Conference, which met last January, 


have issued their report upon the various topics which then formec 
the subject of discussion, The Committee candidly state that their 
business was not the framing of a general code of rules, but to em~ 
body the opinions of practical riflemen on the principal matters 
affecting rifle shooting, so as to lay the foundation of certain definite 
regulations for the guidance of matches. It was generally agreed. 
that, except perhaps at Wimbledon, a prize of about £30 ig enough 
to give honour to any competitor, and a handsome requital to those 
who feel the expense of attending a match. This amount, substi- 
tuted for the £100 hitherto deemed necessary for a first prize, will 
leave funds for a large number of small prizes, which will bring 
more competitors into the field, and stimulate a larger class.

the lowest point consistent with the. financial success of prize meet- 
ings, as likely to bring matches within the reach of mon who are 
now too often excluded from them.

weapons of any weight, and fitted with xperture, orthoptic, telescopes 
magnifying, and other sights, a8 well as hair triggers so far as con~ 
sistent with safety, and even without a ramrod. These division’ 
are: Government large-bore rifles. Other rifles——Class A, with fixed 
uncovered sights, and certain weight and trigger pull; Class B, with. 
shifting covered sights, and certain weight and trigger pull; Class C, 
any sights, weight, and trigger pull. There can be very little doubt bub 
that these proposed changes in tho system of matches would increase 
the number of competitors, would place them on more equal terms as to 
their weapons, and lessen their individual inequalities; but the dif- 
ference between men themselves in actual skill still’ remains, 40 
it was anxiously endeavoured to find some mode of classifying the 
men as well as their Weapons, so as to prevent the deterring effects 
produced on middling shots by the knowledge that first-rate and 
proved winners had already entered fora prize.

To be strong is the desire of every one; to have 
limbs that can endure muchis a very natural desire ; and the public 
under the shape of sports !are training, with an avidity never 
previously equalled in England, to all descriptions of vigorous and 
manly exercises. Wrestling under proper regulations is fairly 
entitled—though for reasons we have hinted at it has fallen very 
low in general estimation—to aplace among these. The demonstra- 
tion on Good Friday was a great one, The sport there exhibited 
was of a very high order. It was quite unobjectionable. Men 
wrestled again and again, only suffering in the end from the fatigue 
which always attends great muscular excitement, It was as fine a 
display of physical power as we have witnessed at any time and in 
any place, although Jamieson and Wright, the two most renowned 
men, were excluded. This we regret. For the sake of the com- 
petition it was no doubt necessary that the two great prizes of the 
day should not be open to them, because others would, under: the 
circumstances, have declined to enter; but surely this, as the great 
annual exhibition of an ancient pastime, ought not for such a cause, 
to have been robbed of the skill of these two men. Why could 
not an additional prize, specially for them, have been arranged. 
Such an one as would have made it worth their while to try three falls 
might surely have-been granted.

Pole-leaping is an art that has fallen, like wrestling, very low in 
general estimation. More is the pity! There is no better developer 
of muscle in the arm, It is, moreover, an exercise of wonderful 
skill. Mr, Musgrove, of Keswick, cleared a bar 11ft 8in high, That 
is a great feat in athletics. Compared with some of the men he 
beat, he was a slight man. He took a short run forward, placed his 
polo in the ground, and vaulted up, up, up, till his toes were just 
free, At whatever height he jumped he always only just cleared 
the bar, but never knocked it down; then he let the pole go, giving 
it a slight push backwards, and from an almost perpendicular position 
changed to a horizontal one, shot across the bar, and alighted grace- 
fully upon his feet. This isa practice which we shonld like to see 
introduced into the university and school sports. It is a splendid 
exercise.

Tne OnEssMEN: AND Boarpv oF .St, Lovis.-The following 
account of this relic by Heydebrand and Von der Lasp, appears in 
the last number of the Borlin Schachzeitung :— We spoke the 
other day of the chessmen of Charlemagne, which, however, with 
the exception of one piece, were of a more recent date. To our, 
former notice we will now add a fow more remarks about. other 
chessmen, which are conserved in Paris, as having belonged to St. 
Louis, and the Oriental origin of which cannot be doubted, as their 
very look attests. We take our data from the Traite Elementaire 
of Count Basterot, 1853. There was in Paris before the French Re- 
volution, in the ‘Garde-Meuble,’ a chess board of crystal, which, 
.with the accompanying men, was believed to be tho identical chess 
board which, according to the fifty-sixth chapter of the Life of 
Louis IX., by his contemporaneous biographer, Joinville, was sent 
to this King by the Old Man of tho Mountain. The King used it 
over afterwards, till one day, when ho wanted to play, the Black 
Queen was missing, and could not be found. Theroupon the King 
got angry and made a presont of it to one of his courtiers, and the 
same board and men are now seen in the collection of the Hotel de 
Cluny, in Paris, The pieces are made of transparent clear erystal, 
and of cloudy topaz, with borders of gilt silver. Nono of them 
havo the form either of man or beast. ‘The board only belonging to 
it, which is also inlaid with crystal, presents in its corner border 
yory small figures of horses and foot-soldiers, which are cut out of 
eedar-wood, The board is forty centimetres square, or ono foot 
three and o half inchos English. Thero is a pedestal to it, but 
evidently of more modern date.” 

Mr. Pautsmn 1x Leresio.——Mr. Paulsen, who is still so pleasantly 
remembered here, has lately been visiting Leipsic, where he has 
attended the West German Chess Congress, and given several ex- 
hibitions of his wondorful blindfold play, besides engaging with some

rules as to competition, &c., might be laid down that would be free 
from the charge of individual caprice. Frequently as I have heard 
this discussed amongst archers, I have found few cogent reasons ad- 
vanced for a change ; and certainly the past success of the meeting is 
the best criterion as to its established reputation among the. most cele- 
brated toxophilites of the day, whose target entrances are usually 
so numerous, even early in the season, as to close all chance of obtain- 
ing one, even within a few weeks after the publication of. the official 
rogramme. “ 

P The change of venue made this year by the National Society from the 

rovinces to the metropolis, in selecting the Alexandra Park as the 
ocale of their celebration next J uly, may prove of great im rtance as 
regards the future interests of archery in connection with the societies 
now existing in the Home Counties. T'wo clubs, once existing in the 
metropolis, the “ Campden,” or ‘ Cantalow Archers,” and the “ Frater- 
nity of St. George” (the latter of whom used to practice in the St. 
Marylebone Ground, Hamilton-terrace, St. John's Wood) have both 
ceased to exist. The Royal Toxophilite Society, whose shooting-ground 
is in the Regent's Park, claims to hold rank among the oldest clubs 
extant, having been instituted by Sir Ashton Lever, in the year 1781, 
and is, I believe, the only archery society in London. It enjoys a 
reputation historically great, and will no doubt acquit itself, in the pre- 
liminaries of the forthcoming National Meeting, andin the number of its 
members, by whom the meeting will be supported in a manner worthy 
of its fame in days of yore. But there is ample room for the formation 
of new societies in and about London, and with the growing taste 
manifested of late years for so elegant a pastime on the part of ladies 
resident in all parts of the country, and especially in populous districts, 
there seems every reason to congratulate the National Society on having 
made a wise selection in their next place of meeting, and to anticipate 
that archery will enlist the best sympathies of London women, and, 
with the men, share the enthusiasm and energy which has characterised 
their support of the Volunteer movement. A healthier exercise could 
not be found for man or woman, girl or boy. The National Meeting is 
fixed for the 6th, 7th, and 8th of July; and, if I mistake not, it will 
prove only the forerunner of many delightful annual contests in the 
new park, rivalling in interest and importance the Grand Weymouth, 
the Leamington, and the Crystal Palace fetes. 

The archers in the West of England are giving their best support to 
the Great Western, which, on the guarantee given by several leadin 
members of the Corporation, will take place in Exeter, on the 3rd an 
4th of August next. A large list of local prizes will, I am assured, be 
announced in due season; and the previous anniversaries, held at 
Taunton, Salisbury, and Weymouth, if possible, be excelled by the 
forthcoming meeting at Exeter. The Devonshire archers and 
archeresses will, of course, muster in great force; and there will 
probably be no diminution in the number of those competitors who are 
unconnected with the five Western Counties, but by whom the meeting 
has hitherto been encouraged in their twofold capacities of subscribers 
and competitors. 

In conclusion, I may allude once more to the Leamington Meeting, 
with the view of Nac at the chief features of the prize-list, which 
is open for competition some three weeks before the Alexandra Park 
gathering. About £100 is the money value of Mr. Merridew's list, and 
that sum is to be distributed in awards for the five greatest gross scores 
made both by ladies and gentlemen; also for the test number of 
golds, best golds, greatest. scores at the several distances shot by 
both sexes, &c., together with local prizes, consisting of arrow . 
which will contain two dozen arrows from the manufactory of Mr. 
Henry Bown. . : é 

Upon the whole, the season of 1864 promises to equal, if not excel, 
any of its predecessors in toxophilite annals,

CUTHBERTSON AND HORNSBY ON THE TYNE FOR 
10 Ssovs. 


Another £10 scullers’ match was brought to a satisfactory issue on 
the Tyne on Src d évening last. ‘The principals were George Cuth- 
bertson and John Hornsby, both of Sout shore, to pull one mile, or 
from the High Level-bridge to the Northern Rowing Club Boat House, 
the agreement being to row in Smith’s wager boats, For Liaside. The 
day was beautiful for the sport, the weather being comparatively warm, 
and the river in an excellent condition for an aquatic tussle. The 
attendance of spectators was markedly numerous, the entire route being 
studded. The Anthony Michel steamer followed the race, having on 
board the officials and a strong fotce of both men's friends. Hornsby 
won the toss, and of course chose the north side. Notwithstandin 
this advantage he started the non-favourite at 5 to 4, with some eririied 

neculation. At the scratch the delay was very tiresome, the nonsen- 
sical wrangling fairly wearying the spectators. © At last, and about six 
p.m., their skulls dipped simultaneously, and without further ado the 
struggle for honour became both entertaining and exciting. For the 
first ie strokes there was no material difference ; however, after dis- 
uting something like 50 y ue the favourite unmistakeably assumed the 
ead, and plying his oars satisfactorily, was enabled to gain inch by inch 
until opposite Dandson’s Mill, when he piloted the way with a clear 
length the better of thetussle. It was remarked that Hornsby, although 
working gamely, lacked the fine manipulation displayed by his opponent 
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On other points, however, he was equally as finished. Urged on by 
reiterated plaudits, Cuthbertson used more even effective’tactics, and 
fairly increasing his position, took his rivals’ water near the Skinner 
Run, and, having now all the essentials to command victo , positively 
left his man at every stroke, and at the Middens was fully three lengths 
in the van. Hornsby’s steerage was altogether very miserable in some 
instances, nearly convincing the spectators of an intended journey to 
the other side ;_naturally this oversight was detrimental - to his chance 
of success. Had he displayed a little more caution his evident superiority 
of pith and other useful attributes might, and that easily, have altered 
the unimpeached verdict. As it was, he stuck g mely to his work, 
and as he, farther on the journey, became aware of his opponent’s dis- 
tress, he very naturally struggled commendably for victory; the dis- 
tance, however, was too meagre to be of use, It was quite true, i. e., 
to the eye, that Cuthbertson lacked lasting power, and, moreover, his 
exertions at the outset were already beginning to prognosticate a 
reversal of affairs. Vanquishment always grates distressingly on the ear, 
and the favourite struggled on for victory with his rival gradually but 
surely overhauling him with the distance, and so exciting did the race 
become that at the finish Hornsby was only defeated by about 10ft, 
the spectators deservedly cheering both vanquished and yanquisher,

The matches down Channel this 
year may not, at first sight, appear to possess so great an amount of 
interest as the race to Cherbourg did last year, when, blessed with a 
moderate gale and a rolling sea, the schooner, Galatea, and the equall 
famous cutter, Marina, passed inside the Cherbourg arpa Water each 
the first of her class, and soundly “ whipped” the American schooner, 
Gipsy, which was started with the competing craft to show them the 
way into Cherbourg rondstead! Tho matches down Channel this year, 
however, may prove to be quite as interesting as was the Cherbourg 
race of last year, if the yachts aro only favoured on each day with a 
good stiff breeze a point or two on the bow.
